AT BLACK WATCH FETE 


Governor-General Addresses 
Highland Regiment at Din- 
ner Marking 200th Anni- 

versary of Its Founding |

The Empire is fighting today for 
the spiritual values which alone 
make life worth living, fighting for 
& cause which is "more momentous 
and sacred" than any of the army's 
past campaigns, Lord Tweedsmuir, 
Governor-General of Canada, gold 
past and present officers of the 
Black Watch (Royal Highland 
Regiment) of Canada. at the annual 
regimental reunion held Saturday 
night in the Bleury street armory. 

With the regiment again called 
out for active service, the reunion 
of 1939 held a double significance. 
For slightly over 200 years ago— 
on October 25, 1739—a “letter of 
service" was granted to the Royal 
Highland Regiment. the original 
Black Watch from which the local 
Highland regiment sprang. 

The Governor-General, while the 
greater part of his speech dealt 
With tbe history and traditions of 
the Black Watch, caught the spirit 
of the officers present when he said 


| "We are met here tonight to praise 


famous men and the fathers who 
begat us . . . And we are met at 
the outset of a war which will de- 


termine whether civilization can 
endure.” 
The traditional ceremonies for 


which Scottish regiments through- 
out the Empire are famous, and 
which in this country are carried 
out faithfully by the Black Waten 
and other Highland units -played 
their usual part at Saturday night's

Lord Tweedsmulr spoke as fol- 
lows:

We 
are celebrating the 200th an- 
niversary of the formation of the 
Black Watch as a regiment of 
the linc. And we are met at the 
outset of a war which will deter- 
mine whether civilizalion can en-

RECALLS FONTENOY BATTLE. 


Since then your regiment has 
had a wonderful record in the 
wars of the British Empire. Ia 
the words of the Roman poct 
there is no shore which has not 
been stained by its blood. It first 
won fame in the year 1745 at the 
desperate battle of Fontenoy, 1t 
fought in many Indlan cam- 
paigns; it fought in the wars of 
the French evolution, in the 
campaign in Flanders; it was un- 
der Abercrombie in Egypt; and it 
was under Wellington in the Pen- 
insula. ]t played a great part both 
at Quatre Bras and at Waterloo. 
It was in South Africa in the 
early Kaffir wars, and many of 
its men went down in the "Birk- 
enhead.” It was under Colin 
Campbell in the Crimea, and in 
the Indian Mutiny its pipes were 
beard at the relief of Lucknow. 
Under Wolseley it fought in the 
first Ashanti war, 1t was in the 
Highland Brigade at the battle of 
Tel-el-Kebir, and was all through 


the Sudan campaigns. In the 
South African war one of its 
battalions was under Genera: 


Wauchope at Magersfontein, and 
after that men of the Black Watch 
were in almost every major op- 
eration. And I need not remind 
ou of the fame won in the Great 
War by its many battalions, 

Let me recall (о your memory ' 
another thing which should in- 
terest you especially; the great 
part that the Black Watch play- 
ed in the fighting on this contin- 
ent of Amerlea. The regiment 
was at the desperate action of 
Ticonderoga in 1758 when in four 
hours it lost 26 officers and over 


600 men. Jn 1760 it was at the 
taking of Montreal. It fought 
steadily through the long and 


tragic campaign of the American 
Revolution, At the close sof the 
century it took рагі! ја those dis- 
astrous expeditions! against the 
French West Indla islands, when 
fever and disease were more 
deadly to our troops than the en- 
| сту. One of its battalions was 
in Canada during 1830, that year 
of trouble, and that same bat- 
talion was 1n a curlous liltle war 
of which few people have heard, 
and defended -the city ot Monte- 
video against Lhe Argentine army, 
For nearly a century British soil 
on this‘continent has been almost 
wholly free from war, bul before 
that time I think it can be sald 
that Шеге were no military op- 
erations in which our regiment 
did not share, Except for the Rifle 
regiments it m be claimed Ihat 
the Black Watch, more than any 
other unit of the British Army, 
is associated with the continent on 
which we live, | 
We meet tonight under the sha- 
dow of war, a war in which the 
cause we fight for is more mo- 
mentous and more sacred than in 
ony of our old campaigns. In 
them we fought for security, or for 
the defence of territory, or for 
the balance of power in Europe; 
today we are fighting for those 
spiritual values which alone make 
life worth living. We nre striv- 
ing ngainst the recrudeseence of 
savugery and tyranny, and since 
those dark powers have appeal- 
ed to the sword, we must meet 
them with the sword, We can 
make no truce with them, You re- 
member Мг, Kipling's verre;

No heroics there, but 
homely good sense, ОГ course in 
the heat of battle our blood can 
kindle, I member at Loos speak- 
ing to a French officer who was 
next to the Scottlsh 15th Division 
and saw ils advance. He sald, 
“I do not know what kind of 
effect these fellows have on the 
enemy, but for me they made 
my blood run cold" But we 
néver lose our heads. We take 
war in a business-like way. 


That has always been a char- 
acteristic of your great regiment 
—what I should define as disci- 
plined audacily, You have shown 
it in other things than batlle, At 
the beginning, of last century a 
famous German scholar was per- 
mitted by special consent of the 
Sullan of Turkey to visit the holy 
cities of Arabia, Mecca and 
Medina, When, after immense 
difficullies, he reached Medina he 
found to his amazement that the 
Governor was a Scotsman, one 
Thomas Keith, Thomas had been 


а sergeant in the Black Watch 
and had left the regiment in 
Egypt, I am sorry to say he had 
been converted to Islam, and 
then, by the exercise of whal I 
have called ‘disciplined audacity, 
he so rose to forlunc that he be- 
came the Governor of one of the 
two holy cilies in the Moslem 
world. That was. a pretty curious 
fate even for a Scolsman and a 
man of the Black Watch, 


LOOKS BACK ON PAST, 


Tonight at this anniversary we 
think not only of the dark pres- 
ent and the dim future, but of 
the past—of the great men who

in the last days of the Battle of 
Verdun a French diram wns sent 
in to win back a plece of land, 
every yard o! whlch had been 
stalned with French blood, Tha!

Exaggerated Stories 


SOME of them say Toronto Is two-faced.

Show’s Help 


«YTS the entertainment that does It" says 
the sergeant-major. The shows put on In 
the evening by the various organizations 
are really good ones and speed the evenings 
for all in camp. Men are allowed two late 
passes а week but many of them do not 
pother to ask for them as they figure they 
can have more fun in camp than by rush- 
Ing down to the city. It's also cheaper. 
Training and lecture perlods are broken 
twice each week by route marches which 
vary from six to nine miles. The "pipes" 
help carry the troops along on these exer- 
cises and make their presence known daily 
as Pipe Sergeant-Major Williamson carries 
on regular duty or practice perlods. 


Day's Routine 
AY starts üt 6 a.m. with Reveille and 
slows down at 9.30 when the First Post 
is played. Last Post is sounded at 10 p.m. 
and lights out at 10.15. Hours of outdoor 
training relieve the early turn-in of any 
hardship for the soldiers. Most of them are 
glad to get to bed. 
Highlight of the day is mail call at 
| 11 am. The bugler sounds a little 
| tame which the men swear carries the 

words “a letter from lousy Nelly, — a 

letter from lousy Lou” (this is not con- 

firmed by officers) and letters are the 
distributed, That lots of people are in- 
terested in the Battalion is seen from 
| the fact that less than 900 men get over 
| 500 letters each day. The only time the 

mail carrier comes in for abuse is A, 

when he does not bring any letters or 

B, when he brings bills. Otherwise he 

is very popular, 

The Battalion shares a bath house with 
other units stationed at the Exhibition 
Grounds and cach man has to have two 
showers per week, whether he likes it or 
not. Nearly all of them like it. 


Cooking Troubles 


IHE first few days tho Battalion was in 
camp the meals were pretty miserable. 
They just about broke the heart of 
Sergeant Cook Jack Birch, veteran of the 
last war, and considered one of the best 
army cooks in the country. He had good 
food but could do little towards cooking it 
as the stoves in the kitchen, which is oul- 
side the Horse Palace, were broken down 
old wood burners that went back to the 
last century. If a real fire was put In them, 
they burned but the flames also ate 
through and burned the food. Jf a small 
fire was maintained nothing could be 
cooked as the heat would not go through. 
‘Small fires started in the kitchens three 
times, and headquarters finally kicked 
through with some modern gas ranges. Now 
the Battalion considers itself tho best fed 
in the country. The men boast that they 
get better food than the N.C.O.'s and the 
N.C.O.'s swear that their grub is better than 
the officers. Officers are reported to be во 
aware of thig that at times they will sneak 
away from the refined atmosphere of the

N my stay with the Sergeants, 1 heard 
more nice things sald about the officers 
than 1 ever knew there was to say.

In all large bodics of men you are 
bound to find a few “bad boys," These 
are soon curcd by being assigned to 
the "Defaulters' Squad," which means 
they have to remain on call 24 hours 
a day for a certain period to perform 
all and any menial chores, such as gar- 
bage removal, sanitary work, etc. If 
the offense is serious, punishments are 
given accordingly. If the man is 
adjudged "'incurably bad," he gets 
booted out of the crack unit.

The town of Kentville, situated in 
a valley studded with stately elms, is 
three miles from Aldershot Camp and 
formed the focal point of Black Watch 
“on leave” periods. This was befitting 
since the town got its very name from 
a military commander—H.R.H. Prince 
Edward, Duke of Kent, chief of the 
military forces of Nova Scotia between 
1794 and 1800. 


With hundreds of men on “em- 
barkation leave" Kentville had its 
hands full.

French 
cavalry overwhelmed the red- 
coated regulars, captured two of 
their cannon, and turned them on 
the British troops. 

Only the Highlanders’ lines held. 
The red hackle was made their of- 
ficial decoration by a War Office 
memorandum of 1822. 

Organized in 1729, the regiment 
has fought from Africa to Flanders 
and from India to North Africa.

The Watch first saw foreign 
service in the Battle of Fontenoy 
in Flanders in 1745, when thelr | 
unorthodox fighting upset the, 
French, even though the British 
iroops and thelr allies eventually 
lost. 

It was at Fontenoy that Adam 
Ferguson, chaplain of the regl- 
ment, told his colonel, “Damn my 
commission" and led a group of 
Highlanders into the fray, his 
double-edged sword swinging. 

The Black Watch fought against 
the French in Colonial America, 
In the Battle of Waterloo, the 
regiment was опе of four cited in 
dispatches by the Duke of Wel- 
lington.

DEFENDERS WIN “CLASH” 


The exerclse simulated an Inva- 
sion of one country by the troops 
of another with each side having a 
complete division, plus supporting 
troops, and each division com- 
mander was permitted complete 
liberty of action and freedom of 
manoeuvre. The defenders, wear- 
ing cloth caps to distinguish 
them from the attacking force in 
tin hats, emerged victorious—at 
least in the perhaps-prejudiced 
opinion of this correspondent, who 
was allied with the Grenadier 
Guards Regiment, a defending unit. 

There was one moment of grim 
reality in the mimic warfare when 
a German plane, unnoticed in the 
midst of the general air activity 
carried oul by Royal Air Force 
units supporting each side, flew 
low over the heads of correspond- 
ents and machine-gunned nearby 
troops. Fortunately there were 
no casualties and the Jerry fled 
with smoke pouring from his plane 
When ground defences in the area 
opened fire.

Re attackers also surprised the 
“cloth caps" with the use of para- 
chute troops who dropped from the 
skies In the early dawn, gathered 
up thelr weapons and other equip- 
ment from a container having its 
own chute and disappeared on their 
mission of sabotage апд harass- 
ment behind the defenders’ lines| 
Іп less than a minute. | 

One unit of these hardy troops 
was unfortunate in that Its equin- 
ment carrying contalner failed to 
drop from the plane and, weapon- 
less except for side arms, it wae 
rounded Чр and captured in less 
than 10 minutes by hastily con- 
centrated "cloth caps." 

But even in that brief pe-lod, the 
arachutists had managed to cut 
wo cables and commandeer a car 
in a hand-to-hand struggle with 
rene troops. 

Artillery tanks, Bren gun car- 
riers and other armed vehicles 
played their part, but it was the 
"foot slugging” soldiers for whom 
the exercise was conceived and 
theirs was the major role. Upon 
the higher command fell the re- 
sponsibllity of employing the units 
in the most effective manner, and 
it was their complete freedom of 
strategy and tactics that made the

Meanwhile the Reziment was authorized to raise another service hattalion under its own 
mare to be commanded by the Commandant, Lieut -Col С. S. Cantie, D.S.O., V.D. Arrange- 
ments were made that the Canadian [xpedio: Force numeral 4ad should be set aside for 
this second overseas battalion, ia order that the Canadian battalion might bear the historic 
nameral of its parent rezimeat of Toe Black Watch. The unit proceeded to England on Jane 
10th, 1915 and trained at Shorncliffe Campi praeenliny to France in October 1915 as part of a 
ARA body of Canadiza Corps troop. ‘fbe first action of the 42nd took place ia June 1916, 

at Ypres, where it too lived up to the traditions of the old Black Watch. 

In the sammer of 1915. after the departure of the 4200 IU Ш. C, the Regiment undertook 
Ko raise a third service battalion, and ais a Canadian equivalent of ,a famous Black Watch 
nameral was given to distinguish this new unit. It became the 73rd R.-H.C. and trained at 
Valezruer Camp, z overseas in the winter of 1910. 1n September 1916, the 73rd also 
procreded to the front and like its predecessors firsiqwent into the line near Ypres, it's first 
major engagement however being the Battles of tbe Samme. 

From January 1917 until after the War ended the Regiment also had its own regimental 
depot in Eagland, the 20th Reserve Battalion К.П.С. 

Early io the winter of 1917 the 13th, 420d, aud 73rd Canadian Battalions were on the 
Arras froot with the Canadian Corps, and on April 9th, 1917 all attacked in the great battle 
which resulted in the capture of Vimy Midge. 

After Ше Паше of Vimy Ridge the 73rd was broken up but the 13th and. 42nd It. Il. C. 
in the Geld coatiaued to take part in all the major engagements of the Canadian Corps until 
the end of the war, with credit and honour to the Regiment. In the Great Advance of the last 
bandred days both battalions fought with valour at Amiens, Arras, the Hindenburg Line, the
